BY-LAWS OF THE TOWN OF ORANGE 


Section 1 The Board of Selectmen of the town of Orange 
shall have the charge andmanagement of all suits and 
actions at law for and against the town, and may prose- 
cute;!'defend or settle the’same.as they see fit, unless 
otherwise directed by the vote of the town. 


Sec. 2 The word "street" or ''streets'' in these by-laws 
shall be understood to mean and include alleys, lanes, 
and shall include the sidewalks thereof, unless otherwise 
expressly stated. 


Sec. 3 The Board of Selectmen may change the name of 
any street and shallestablish the names of all streets 
hereafter laid out and accepted by the town or any other 
authority. 


The said Board shall cause the names of all streets to be 
recorded in the records of the town, and shall cause signs 
with the names of the respective streets thereon ‘td’ be 
secured and maintained at proper places on said streets. 


Sec. 5 No person shall coast or slide on the snow or ice, 
across, in or along any street or other public place, upon 
any hand sled, board or other thing except in such places 
and under such restrictions as the Selectmen shall desig- 
nate. 


Sec. 6 No person shall fire or discharge any gun, pistol 
or firearms in or across any of the streets, within the 
town, provided that this section shall not apply to the use 
of such weapons at any military exercise or review under 
the authority of a commissioned officer of the militia, or 
in the lawful defense of the person, family or property of 
any citizen, nor to any person firing a salute of cannon by 
leave of the selectmen. 


Sec. 9 No person shali ride or drive any horse or other 
animal on any public way at a rate of speed exceeding ten 
miles per hour, nor in such manner as to endanger or un- 
reasonably incommode passengers therein. 
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Sec. 10 No person shall tie or fasten any horse or other 
animal to any ornamental shade tree, vine, or shrub in 
any street or onany public land, or to any structure put 
up for the protection of such tree, vine or shrub or to any 
pole used for the transmission of electricity. 


Sec. ll No person shall suffer any horse or other beast 
attached to any carriage to go at large without a driver or 
rider in any street or public square. 


Sec. 12 No owner or person having the care of any swine, 
sheep, horse, mules or neat cattle, shall permit or allow 
the same to go at large inany highway or public place 
within said town. 


Sec. 13 No person shall break or dig up the ground in that 
portion of any highway or street, wrought for travel, or 
except as provided in Sections 29, 30 and 3l, place there- 
on any wood, timber, coal, earth, stone, bricks, lumber 
or building material, or any dirt or earth, stone, bricks, 
lumber or building material, or any dirt or ashes, or any 
animal or vegetable substance, orany rubbish, or offal or 
obstructionofany kind, or move any building into or along 
the same without a written license from the Selectmen. 


Sec. 14 Three or more persons shall not stand in a group 
or near each other on any sidewalk or onland used fora 
sidewalk or street in such a manner as to obstruct or im- 
pede public travel after having been requested by any con- 
stable or police officer to move on. 


Sec. 15 No person shall loaf upon any sidewalk or land 
used for a sidewalk or street after having been requested 
by any constable to move on. 


Sec. 16 No person shall behave himself in a disorderly 
manner or use any indecent or profane language on any 
street, highway, or other publicplacein said Town, or be 
and remain upon any doorstep, portico or other projection 
from any house or other building, after having been re- 
quested by any person in charge of such premises or by 
any constable or police officer to leave.

Sec. 17 No person shall spit tobacco juice on the floor of 
any room in any public building or on the floor of any hall 
or entrance to any public building in said Town. 


Sec. 18 No person in a state of nudity shall bathe in any 
pond, stream, or other place exposed to public view, or 
in the vicinity of any dwelling house, between one hour 
before sunrise and one hour after sunset. 


Sec. 21 No person shall place or cause to be placed in any 
yard or passage way to any engine house or other building 
under the care of the fire department, any obstruction to 
the taking out or putting in of any engine, carriage or 
other apparatus belonging to the fire department. 


Sec. 22 No person shall place or keep any table, stall or 
booth or other erection in any street, highway, sidewalk, 
or in any of the public squares or grounds in the Town, 
for the sale of fruit or other things without permission 
from the Selectmen. 


Sec. 23 No person shall ring or causetobe rung any bell, 
use or cause to be used any horn or other instrument in 
any street or public place in said Town, to give notice of 
any business or calling or sale of any article, or shall 
sell or offer for sale by public proclamation in any street 
or public place, any article, unless duly licensed by the 
Selectmen. 


Sec. 24 No person shall in any manner injure any of the 
pumps, wells, drinking fountains or watering troughs in 
the streets or public grounds, of said Town, nor shall 
throw or place any substance in said pumps, wells, 
drinking fountains or watering troughs, and the drinking 
cups provided for said fountain shall be deemed a part of 
said fountain within the meaning of this by-law. 


Sec. 26 No person shall, without written permission of 
the Board of Selectmen, post or paste any advertisement 
or notice upon any shade tree, bridge, fence, guide post 
or pole used for the transmission of electricity in the 
Town.

Sec. 27 No person shall scatter handbills, flyers, printed 
or written advertisements or circulars in or on any street 
within one half mile of the Town House. 


Sec. 28 No person shall discharge any waste water or 
water from a sink or water closet, except through a drain 
into a sewer or cesspool, or in accordance with a written 
permit from the Board of Health. 


Sec. 29 The Board of Selectmen shall cause the snow and 
ice to be made even upon or removal from the sidewalk 
adjoining School houses and other town property within one 
mile of the Town House, and the sidewalks on the bridges 
over the river and railroad on South Main Street, and if 
necessary to cause sand or some suitable material to be 
scattered upon the same to render them reasonably safe 
for, travel.

Sec. 32 Any person guilty ofa violation of any of these by- 
laws from number four to twenty eightinclusive, shall pay 
a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for each offense.

BY-LAWS RELATIVE TO HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS, 
JUNK DEALERS, DEALERSIN SECOND-HAND ARTICLES 
AND JUNK COLLECTORS, ADOPTED MARCH 1, 1915. 


Section 33 No person shall hawk or peddle any of the arti- 
cles which he may lawfully sell without a license until he 
has recorded his name and residence with the townclerk 
and has been assigned by said clerk a number. 
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Sec. 34 No hawker or peddler shall carry or convey any 
article he may lawfully sell without a license in any man- 
ner that will tend to injure or annoy the public health or 
comfort, nor otherwise than in vehicles or receptacles 
which are neat and clean and do not leak, and - which have 
printed on them, in letters and figures at least two inches 
in height, the name of the person selling and the number 
given him by the town clerk. 


Sec. 35 The selectmen may license suitable persons to be 
dealers in, and keepers of shops, for the purchase, sale 
or barter of junk, old metals, or second-hand articles, 
subject to the provisions of the laws of the Commonwealth, 
and may revoke such licenses at pleasure. 


They may also license suitable persons as junk collectors, 
to collect by purchase or otherwise, junk, old metals and 
second-hand articles, from place to place in the town, 
subject to the provisions of the laws of the Commonwealth, 
and may revoke such licenses at pleasure. 


Sec. 36 Every keeper for the purchase, sale or barter of 
junk, old metals or second-hand articles shall keepa book 
in which shall be written at the time of every purchase of 
any such article, adescriptionthereof, the name, age and 
residence of the person from whom, and the day and hour 
when such purchase was made. Such book shall at all 
himes be open to theunspection of the se] eatm em and to 
any person by them authorized to make such inspection. 


pec. of Novkeeperof a shop’ or thepurcha se), saleor 
barter of junk, old metals or second-hand articles, and 
no junk collector, shall directly orindirectly, either pur- 
chase or receive, by way of barter or exchange, any of 
the articles aforesaid, of a minor or apprentice, knowing 
or having reason to believe him to be such, and no article 
purchased or received by such shop keeper shall be sold 
until at least one week from the date of its purchase or 
receipt has elapsed. 
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Sec. 38 Every keeper of such shop shall putin a suitable 
and conspicious place on his shop, a sign having his name 
and occupation, legibly inscribed thereon inlarge letters, 
and every such shop shall not be open except during the 
time between sunrise and nine o'clock of the evening of 
each week day. 


Sec. 39 Every shop, place, vehicle or receptacle usedwfor 
the storage, collection or keeping of junk, old metals or 
second-hand articles, and all articles of merchandise 
therein may be examined at all times bythe selectmen, or 
by any person by them authorized to make such examina- 
tion. 


Sec. 40 Junk Collectors shall display badges upon their 
persons, and upon their vehicles when engaged in collect- 
ing, transporting or dealing in junk, metals or second- 
hand articles. Such badges so to be displayed upon the 
person shall be circular in form, of a diameter not less 
than two and one-half inches, and shall bear upon the face 
thereof, in plain letters, the words, "Junk Collector", 
together with the number of the license of suchjunk collec- 
tor. The badge so to be displayed upon the vehicle shall 
be rectangular in form, of dimensions not less than eight 
by six inches,-and shall bear upon its face the words, 
"Junk Collector'', and the number of the license of such 
collector, 


Whoever violates any of these by-laws from No. 33 to 
No. 40 inclusive, or any provisions thereof shall be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for each 
offense.

CURFEW LAW 


At a legal meeting of the inhabitants of the Town of Orange 
qualified to vote in elections and town affairs, held in said 
town Monday, the twenty-sixth day of May, 1919, under 
Article 14 in warrant for said meeting, the following by- 
law was adopted: 


"No person under the age of sixteen years shallbe or re- 
main in or upon any street or public place in the town at 
night after the hours of nine o'clock (sun time) between the 
first day of April and the thirtieth day of September, both 
inclusive, of each year, or at night after the hours of 
eight o'clock between the first day of October andthe 
thirty-first day of March, both inclusive, of each year, 
unless he is actually employed in some work that makes 
it necessary, or isaccompanied by a person properly 
having care and custody of him, or a person to whom he 
has been particularly intrusted by some one who properly 
has general care and custody of him or is engaging in the 
performance of some missionor duty directed by a person 
having his general careandcustody. Any person violating 
this by-law shall be subject to a fine of not more than ten 
dollars.

Voted: That the Tax Collector shall be Town Collector 
and shall collectallaccounts due the town. All departments 
charging accounts to be collected shall commit tothe 
Collector, as frequently as once amonth, commitment 
with a statement of the name and address of the firm or 
person from whom money is due, the nature of the service 
rendered, and a description of and the price charged for 
materials sold, andthe date on which service was rendered 
or materials sold. The Town Collector shall pay over to 
the Town Treasurer at regular intervals and as often as 
once each month, all sums collected witha record thereof, 
and take the receipt of the Town Treasurer thereof.

Voted: That the town rescind theaction takeninArticle 4 
at the town meeting held February 5, 1934 and adopt the 
following By- Laws'' 


a. There shallbea finance committee consisting of seven 
members who shall reside in the town and shall be regis- 
tered voters therein. No officer or employee of the town 
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shall be eligible to serve on said committee. Within ten 
days after the final publication of the By-Laws in case it 
shall be approved by the Attorney General, the moderator 
shall appoint two members of the Finance Committee to 
serve for three years. All appointments to the Finance 
Committee heretofore made andineffect at the time of the 
adoption of these By-Laws shall continue inforce until the 
expiration of the respective terms of appointment. Within 
ten days after each annual meeting after 1936 the Moderator 
shall appoint for the term of three years such number of 
members of the Finance Committee as shall be necessary 
to replace the members whose terms have expired. In the 
event ofa vacancy for any other cause than expiration of 
term of office, the Moderator shall forthwith fill such va- 
cancy for the unexpired term, The Finance Committee 
shall elect its own Chairman and Secretary. 


b. In addition to the duties with relation to the reserve 
fund prescribed by law, the Finance Committee shall con- 
sider all municipal questions involving the appropriation of 
money, and may consider any municipal question, make 
such recommendations as the Committee deem advisable 
upon all subjects considered by it, and shall submitits 
recommendations and report to each town meeting, regular 
or special.

Any such motor 
vehicle remaining for the period indicated shall be deemed 
abandoned and may be removed by the police department 
and disposed of under the provisions of Chapter 135 of the 
General Laws, relating to Unclaimed and Abandoned Pro- 
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perty. Whoever violates any provision of this by-law shall 
pay a fine of not more than fifty dollars. Each failure to 
remove the vehicle after writtennotice from the Selectmen 
to do so to the one in control of real property affected or 
the registered owner of the vehicle on such place or road, 
within ten days of the receipt of said notice, if on private 
land, or within forty-eight hours of its receipt, if on such 
a place or road, shall be a separate offense and punishable 
by a fine of not over fifty dollars. Nothing herein shall 
prohibit the maintenance on private land in an enclosed 
building of disassembled or inoperable motor vehicles, nor 
on private property, located so that they cannot be seen 
from a public highway or from abutting property, nor 
operable farm vehicles.

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REPORT OF THE ORANGE-ATHOL INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT DISTRICT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


We herewith submit the annual report of the activities of 
the Industrial District for the year 1970. 


During the year, wehave had ten firms or survey consul- 
tants, researching the area. Two of the firms that we had 
interviews with in January and in May, looked promising. 
In mid-summer the economy started to slow down and the 
companies shelved their expansion moves for 1970. 


The district placed anadvertisement in the Guide to 
Industrial Parks for 1970-72. In November we received 
our first inquiry. 


The I. D. D. continued sending out personalized letters 
this year, with brochures toindustries suitable to our 
area. 


In July, the I.D.D. received a check for $10,000 from 
the state, to reimburse the district for the purchase of the 
Talbot property onthe Daniel Shay Highway, for the access 
road into the industrial park. The money was used to pay 
the mortgage for the purchase of the Talbot Property. The 
commissioners voted toturnthe property over to the Town 
of Orange, sothatit would be a part of the Industrial Park 
whichisleased by the I.D. D. from the Orange Airport. At 
a special Town Meeting in Orange on November 16, 1970; 
themembers voted to accept the property from the I. D.D. 


The paper work for setting up of the Finance Authority 
was completed in March. The I.D.D. received certifica- 
tion from the Department of Commerce and the Secretary 
of State. Wearenowable to issue Industrial Revenue Bonds 
to companies that have a good credit rating. The bonds are 
issued atalower interest rate, to help local industry in 
expansionor bring in new industry. 
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Chairman Francis P. Farley gave some assistance to 
Mr. Anthony Evans in getting the Evans Shoe operation 
started. 


In conclusion, members of the commission would like to 
express their thanks to the citizens and officials of the area 
for their support during the year.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


In 1970, the Planning Board continued its work in two 
major areas, Master Planning and Capital Budgeting. 
Mrs. Mary Rembe was reelected ChairmanandMr. Richard 
Ballou, Clerk. Membership remained a concern because 
Mr. Gary Lanpher could notaccept his appointment and 
Mr. William Babel resigned shortly after his appointment. 
Mr. Allan Hawk was appointedin June, bringing the mem- 
bership to five. 


Work in Master Planning has followed recommended pro- 
cedures outlined by Philip Herr & Associates, community 
and regional planning consultants of Boston. These services 
have been made available to Orange through a grant to 
Franklin County for use in planning. Mr. Donald Caven, 
Franklin County Planner, has been exceedingly helpful to 
the Board in arranging this assistance as well as continu- 
ing his constant guidance and interest. The Board is 
fortunate to be working in the only county which has a 
county planner. 


The first step in Master Planning, begun in 1964, was 
maps. These have since been updated and this year were 
addedto by maps prepared by the Bureau of Planning Pro- 
grams, Departmentof Community Affairs. Transparencies 
foroverlay workand a topographical map were received in 
January, 1971, and work on a soil survey map was begun 
in 1970 using information from the Department of Agricul- 
ture Soil Survey of Franklin County of 1967. 


The Board was very pleased to receive the support of the 
Chamber of Commerce in preparing the Community 
Facilities survey of the Master Plan. The Chamber has 
proceeded with this survey and are to be commended for 
taking partin this community effort of doing our own Master 
Plan with the guidance of Philip Herr & Associates. 
Support was also received from the Conservation Committee 
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with the Natural Resources Survey. When the Committee 
becomes a Commission this survey can be done by the 
Technical Assistance Team of the Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice. 


Capital Budgeting was continued on the five-year system 
begun in 1969. This year the Board has had the good for- 
turn of assistance from Philip Herr & Associates and a 
more detailed report will be prepared for Town Meeting, 
March 1971. The Board appreciates the cooperation of 
Town Departments and hopes each year they can move to- 
ward the complete Capital Budgeting report necessary for 
the Master Plan. 


Activity under Subdivision Control Rules and Regulations 
increased this year. This was due in part to anew ruling 
requiring allland transfers involving new boundaries to be 
accompanied bya plan when submitted for recording. 
Development of land around Packard Pond was discussed 
an oe Te iseveral Olner areas. Lue board continued to 
cooperate with the Board of Health in its endless task of 
sanitation control in land development. 


The Board is grateful to the Chamber of Commerce for 
the use of its meeting room and is especially appreciative 
of itsmembership inthe Massachusetts Federation of 
Planning Boards which is a contribution from the Franklin 
Gounty TT nus t..Company...Ais in the. past, “the Board of 
Selectmen, the Finance Board and all other town boards 
and departments are extended our appreciation for their 
cooperation.

ORANGE PLANNING BOARD 
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REPORT OF THE ORANGE HOUSING AUTHORITY 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Orange Housing Authority was created by Town Meet- 
ing vote in March, 1968, three years ago. It was incorp- 
orated in June, 1968, by the Secretary of State. By July, 
1970, two years after its incorporation, it was renting 
units in Colonial Acres, 200 East River Street, tothe 
elderly. Normally it takes Housing Authorities three to 
four years, from the time of their creation, to get their 
firstproject completed. The Orange Housing Authority did 
its work in two years. 


The 56livingunits are full. But there is no waiting list at 
this time. Rent is figured at 25 per cent of a person's in- 
come. The state subsidizes the project so that the elderly 
can afford to live there. 


Mrs. Isadore Lundgren has been hired by the Housing 
Authority to manage Colonial Acres. She is executive 
directorofthe project. Ernest Cloutier is the maintenance 
man at the project. 


The project cost $880,000. The cost will be paid off 
throughthe rents and the state subsidies. There is no cost 
to the town of Orange for building the project, nor for oper- 
ating it. 


The Housing Authority has been exploring other possible 
Housing Authority, as it did all other Authorities in the 
state, that a rental assistance program is now available. 
Landlords who want to modernize their apartments, but 
feelthey can'tdo so because of the fact they can't get more 
rentfromatenant, can apply for a rental assistance to the 
Orange Housing Authority. The Housing Authority can lease 
the apartment from the landlord, after he has fixed it up, 
collect the tenant's rent, and add to it a subsidy payment 
so the landlord can get a higher rent. This program is 
compulsory for Housing Authorities if landlords apply for 
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it. This encourages up-dating of homes and thus the town 
could possibly up the assessment on improved property and 
collect more in town property taxes. 


The Housing Authority is also exploring the possibility of 
building individual homes in Orange for saletofamilies. 
The Housing Authority would act as the contractor, and not 
ownthe homes. They would be financed through the Farm- 
ers Home Administration or through Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration for (1) a small down payment, (2) 33 year 
mortgages, (3) and, of course, pay town taxes like any 
other home owner must. 


One site has been selected, andas of this date the Housing 
Authority is having its attorney get an option of the 3.5 
acres of land in the community of Orange. The proposal, 
for 14 homes at the start, will go before the Orange Plan- 
ning Board for subdivisionapproval. The Housing Authority 
is doing this to encourage home building in Orange and 
make home ownership possible for low and moderate in- 
come families. 


The Authority feels it candothis sinceno profit is involved 
for the Authority. This helps keep the cost of the home 
down. Bids will be asked, when preliminary work is com- 
pleted, on site development, and then on construction of 
the homes. The homes will run in the $18,000 price 
bracket. No timetable has been worked out yet because 
there is so much preliminary work to be done.

The work of this department has been the regular upkeep 
_ of streets and roads, sidewalks and bridges not included 
in Chapter 81 or Chapter 90. 

Project include the following: 


Repairs of sections of sidewalks. 


600 feet of sidewalk was reconstructed on East River 
Street. 


The bridge on Brookside road was repaired. 


Reconstruction of various driveway entrances with bitu- 
minus concrete. 


Iron rail fences were repaired. 


Streets were sweptin the Spring and Fall, the square was 
kept clean. 


Limbs felled during storms were cleared from the streets 
and roads. 


Sand was delivered to houses for private use. 


Sand boxes were put out and filled periodically for use by 
the public. 


Snow fence was erected. 


Sidewalks were cleared after each snow storm, salt and 
sand was applied when necessary.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS! SERVICES 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


During the year 1970 the average case load of a permanent 
nature totaled 16 including one individual ina nursing home. 
In addition there were 9 temporary cases. 


Sixty-eight area men registered with Selective Service 
through the office and most men completing their active 
duty established files inthe office including their discharge 
papers. Those qualifying were assisted in making medical 
and dental appointments with the VA; in obtaining home loan 
entitlement certificates; establishing their GI Bill educa- 
tional benefits; filing for the state Vietnam Bonus and 
other matters to assist in reverting back to civilian life. 


Individuals from the towns making up the district were 
assisted in filing income questionnaires, filing claims for 
service connected disability compensation, veterans and 
dependent pensions and death benefits. Providing these VA 
services makes up approximately seventy percent ofour 
effort. 


Finally, the impact of the present slowdown inindustry 
is starting to have its effect on the number of claims being 
filed for Veterans' Benefits.

During the year 1970, the Library Department added 903 
new books to its collection, bringing the total number of 
volumes inthe library to 30, 483. Circulation was 56,000.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Orange School Committee: 


I herewith submit my eleventh annual report as Superin- 
tendent of the Orange Public Elementary Schools. 


The year 1970 was worked out to be the best single year 
ofprogressfrom the standpoint of services to pupils since 
my appointment in1960. The Townof Orange may look with 
pride upon the thoughtful acts of its school committee in 
planning the moves which has made it so. 


The problem of additional school space was prudently 
solved by the voters in rejecting the constantly rising cost 
of renovating Central School and, for less money, approv- 
ing new construction in the form of an addition to the Dex- 
ter Park School. The type of construction and location of 
the building not only has cut the cost but a better and more 
efficient school system is now becoming possible. 


Without waiting for the state mandate to become fully 
effective, 4 sessions of Kindergarten were added to our 
program in September. Public support, which can be said 
to have exceeded expections to a slight degree, is evident 
in the enrollment which is over 130 pupils at this writing. 
Becauseof class size, 2 aides were assigned to each ses- 
sion in quarters rented at the Central Congregational 
Church. The classes at Dexter Park work well with | aide 
for each session. 


An additional third grade was created at Butterfield 
School to relieve over-crowding. 


The post of Physical Education teacher was elevated to a: 
full time position. 


The consolidation of administration of buildings in the 
hands of 2 full time principals with competent clerical assi- 
tance has solved a number of problems in connection with 
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my duties as superintendent. Some tasks whichare not 
within the scope of a superintendent's office are now grad- 
ually being assumed by the principals' offices and a wide 
gap in communication with the teachers has been success- 
fully bridged. 


In 2 hourmeetings each week, matters relating to the 
operation of the schools are frankly discussed, solutions 
toproblems are developed and planning sessions are held. 
Matters concerning the teachers are brought into building 
staff meetings and any ''feedback'' from these reaches my 
attention at the next meeting. I feel this is the essence of 
good communication. It is quite evident to me and the 
principals that these sessions are becoming increasingly 
productive of the teamwork necessary to maintain a good 
school system. 


SUBSTITUTE TEACHERS COURSE 


Following a short, but intensive period of ''on-the-job" 
training 16 people were added to our substitute list. We 
now have 24 people to call to serve in this capacity. Sick 
leave for longand shortterm illnesses, bereavement, per- 
sonal and professional leave accounted for 230 substitute 
days during the past year. 


SALARY SCHEDULE 


A new salary schedule was negotiated for the 1971-1972 
school year withminimum andmaximum salaries of $6750- 
$10,050 forteachers with a Bachelor's degree plus an ad- 
ditional $100 for teachers nowontenure and for probation- 
ary teachers when tenure is attained. Those holding Mas- 
ter's degrees receive a $400 salary differential. The will- 
ingness to accept lower minimums and maximums than 
most other communities in Massachusetts was evident 
during the negotiation sessions and clearly demonstrates 
the interest of the committee and teachers in the economy 
of this area. 
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STAFF CHANGES 


Seventeenteachers assumed positions in the schools dur- 
ing the past year, 4 of which were relatively short term 
replacements for teachers who left for personal reasons. 
One retirement and 4 newly created positions were filled. 
Alltemporary teachers resigned in June, as well as 5 who 
had been with the system for the full school year. I have 
reason to feelthatmore stable conditions will return in the 
future. 


We were most fortunate to obtain the services of Eugene 
P. McNamara as School Psychologist, sharing his time 
with the Mahar Regional High School. His experience and 
contacts will be most valuable to the school children and 
parents. A description of his work follows this report. 


MAINTENANCE OF BUILDINGS 


A riding tractor to be used for snow removal and mowing 
grass was purchased. 


Countless repairs to buildings and equipment have been 
made during the year. Deliberate window glass breakage 
has become very serious, time consuming for replacement 
and expensive. Almost all of this takes place outside of 
school hours. 


Butterfield School - The gymnasium walls and ceilings 
were painted. Because of the discoloration that had been 
accumulating foryears, 2 coats of paint were required for 
good coverage. 


The windows and doors of the auditorium were outfitted 
with new drapes. 


A temporary realignment of electrical circuits was car- 
ried out to equalize the load being carried. The inconven- 
ience of loosing all light in the building and the danger of 
hot fuses has been eliminated. 
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Mr. Hayward constructed anew area to contain all Federal 
Title I equipment and custodian supplies. 


Dexter Park School - Anew 47 cubic foot refrigerator was 
purchased to replace 3 smaller refrigerators no longer 
useable because of age. 


Darkening curtains were installed so that each grade now 
has access to a room so equipped. 


Gale Brooks School - The basementarea regularly used as 
a lunchroom and assembly hall was equipped with darken- 
ing shades. 


SCHOOL LUNCH PROGRAM 


The 1969-1970 school year cafeteria summary reveals 
106, 404meals served, an increase of 7, 200 over the pre- 
vious year. In this total is included 12,195 lunches free to 
children found to qualify under State and Federal regula- 
tions. Reimbursementfrom both these sources amounted 
to $17,572. Keeping up with changing guidelines and appli- 
cation forms has increased notably the paperwork for the 
school nurse, principals and the superintendent's office. 
It appears that we are gradually working toward the time 
when there will be free lunches for all. 


FEDERAL PROGRAMS 


The total of Federal grants to the Orange Elementary 
Schools in 1970 amount to $31,000 an increase of $13, 148 
over the previous year. 


Title I-FE.S.E.A.-P.L. 89-10 - $24,198 - Withthis money 
our 6 week summer program continued for children of all 
mental levels who were judged able to increase their learn- 
ing potential in the programs offered. A staff of 10 teach- 
ers, 10 aides and a supportive staff of 5 were employed to 
workwith110 students, anincreaseof 30 over the previous 
year. 
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TitleII - E.S.E.A.-P.L. 89-10 - $600 - One hundred and 
forty-five books, 27 records, 12 transparencies and 8 film- 
strips were added to our classroom library and audio-visual 
collections from this source. A grand total to date shows 
acquisition of 2,200 items made available to our students 
from this source. 


gitie fil NOD EV AL-P.U. 65-864 -'$222- Thisis a re- 
imbursement for the expenditure of $444 of budgeted funds. 
Under our Long Range Plan for Reading, 4 cassettes and 
an Audio Reading Program Laboratory containing 48 cas- 
sette tapes stressing reading skills for grades 1-3 were 
selected by teachers for purchase. 


Title VI- E.S.E.A.-P.L. 89-10 - $5,984 - This money, 
obtained in a grant for services to handicapped children, 
is being used for the salaries oftutors and consulting ser- 
vices for the perceptually handicapped. 


ACCOUNTABILITY 


Across the nation the Federal Government has found that 
muchofthe money spent for education has not provided the 
anticipated outcomes which were originally planned. All 
suchprograms now are subjected to thorough evaluationor 
accountability. This concept is now spreading through the 
50 states and into local communities. It is an attempt to 
measure what the schools are doing and to what extent they 
are being successful. 


State Education Commissioner Neil V. Sullivan has stated 
that goals and objectives, found in but a few schools in the 
United States, should be established in order to totally 
measure effectiveness to defend the large share of the tax 
dollar required for the education of our children. 


To meet its obligationinthis respect the school committee 
has provided a modest increase in the budget to provide 
some of the best evaluative materials available. Your ad- 
ministration has been planning total involvement of the staff 
in what will be anextensive project in detailing the instruc- 
tionand behavioral goals of our system and the evaluation 
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of them. Through this we shall become personally cogni- 
zant of our weaknesses as well as our strengths. 


My personal thanks go to all who have cooperated with me 
this year. Ido recognize the good work performed by the 
School Committee, principals and their clerks, the teach- 
ing, custodialand cafeteria staffs, aides, substitute teach- 
ers, schoolnurse, psychologist, my secretary, Norma Ball 
and the town departments who regularly cooperate with us. 
These are the dedicated people who have the single purpose 
of contributing their talents to the welfare of our children.

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REPORT OF THE MUSIC SUPERVISOR 
To: Walter J. Fields, Superintendent of Schools 


The 1970 school year music program can, I believe, best 
be described asa year where tremendous growth has taken 
place within the program from a learning standpoint. 


The vocalprogram, to outward appearances, is the same 
as that program which I embarked upon three years ago 
consisting of fundamental singing and rhythms, listening, 
music appreciation and classroom accompaniment of songs 
on autoharp and melody bells. However, the amount and 
variety of material which we are able to encompass in- 
creases witheachpassing day. The children approach their. 
lessons and performances with a confidence which can only 
come from a complete understanding of their subject mat- 
ter. ITattribute this understanding, to a great extent, as an 
outgrowth of the third grade recorder program where the 
children obtaina working knowledge of the fundamentals of 
music. For this, the grade three classroom teachers 
should be praised for their patience and understanding in 
carrying out lessons on an instrument which heretofore 
was unfamiliar to them. 


The Elementary band continued to growthis year in regard 
to size with seventy-nine members in the fifth and sixth 
grade band and thirty-six in the fourth grade band. These 
young musicians themselves are continually growing in the 
variety and difficulty of the music which they are perform- 
ing. Every opportunity to give the more serious music stu- 
dents a chanceto perform is taken by forming little groups 
within the band, such as a group for Christmas and a jazz 
combo. Everybandmember is eagerly awaiting the spring 
Concert. 


Newmaterial acquisitions for the music program in 1970 
included new band music and a much needed storage cab- 
inet for the band uniforms. An additional set of melody 
bells was purchased for the vocal classes. One of our 
goals has been to establish a record library in each 
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school and in 1970 we made a small inroad on a library at 
Dexteribark, 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank all of the staff 
and parents who have worked very hard and displayed a 
great amount of patience tomake the music program a suc- 
cess.

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REPORT OF THE ART SUPERVISOR 
To: Walter J. Fields, Superintendent of Schools 


During the school year 1970-'71 each of the classes in the 
Orange Elementary School System, including the new addi- 
tion of the kindergarten classes, receive art instruction 
under the supervision of the art teacher once a week. 


Art in children's education is a dynamic force, because 
it emphasizes the relatedness of thinking and feeling and 
every day living. Art enhances the rest of the elementary 
education program because it helps develop the creative 
imagination and contributes to better problem solving. 
Art also gives students a basis for better judgements of 
consumer goods, andartpromotes the uniqueness and “Po 
cial creativeness of each individual. 


This year I have tried to introduce each student to the 
principles ofdesign, line, shape, pattern, texture, color, 
proportion and perspective. I have also introduced some- 
thing new this year in the addition of art appreciation. 


Some of the media used include: crayon, chalk, pastels, 
watercolor paint, tempera paint, construction paper, tis- 
sue paper, plaster of paris, clay, wire, and numerous 
"found objects'' (toothpicks, seeds, sand, textiles, wood, 
glass, metal etc). I have also made use of books, slides, 
and pictures to better acquaint the student with art around 
him. 


The students andI have worked with the music department 
in the preparation and presentation of the Christmas pro- 
grams. Ihavealso tried to correlate the art program with 
other classroom studies whenever possible. 


One of the most important aspects of the art program in 
the elementary schools is the display of student ar. work. 
There is a display of student art work in the halls and 
cafeteria of all the schools and the displays are changed 
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regularly. A special student art exhibit is also held in the 
Spring. 


In conclusion, I feel that the students are learning to be- 
come more aware of their surroundings and to appreciate 
the things they see every day with a new and better out- 
look thru art. Perhaps not all the children of Orange will 
become great "'artists'' but it is my hope that all will have 
gained valuable experience for future living thru art ex- 
pression and creative thinking.

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REPORT OF THE PHYSICAL EDUCATION SUPERVISOR 


To: Walter J. Fields, Superintendent of Schools 


Iam very pleased to report that the Physical Education 
program has progressed very well. It took some time for 
both students andteachers to become acquainted with a full- 
time procedure. However, the adjustment has been made 
and I am grateful to all involved. 


Aprogram of physical fitness has been developed and the 
students' response has been very rewarding. It has been 
broken down into three categories; Kindergarten and first 
grade, second and third grades and grades four through 
six. This break-down enables me to present a diverse and 
varied program to all age groups. 


The younger students areinvolvedin games of low organi- 
zation, rhythms, elementary gymnastics and finally a test 
for physical fitness. The older students are involved in 
relays, football, soccer, basketball, wrestling, softball, 
trackand field, elementary gymnastics and games for con- 
finedareas. The President's Testfor Physical Fitness will 
be givenin the spring and the students who qualify will re- 
Coie aacertificate, 


The policy that is now in existence involves all students 
in the development of the ''total child''. Ability, coordina- 
tion and knowledge are of secondary concern and student 
participation is of primary importance. The program is 
set up in such a manner that progression from the basics 
to themoreadvanced skills prepares the student to make 
the transition into Junior High School.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL PSYCHOLOGIST 


To: Walter J. Fields, Superintendent of Schools 


PROFESSIONAL SERVICES: 


This provides a new service to more effectively evaluate 
the intellectual and emotional aspects of a child to deter- 
mine the academic placement through which the individual 
can obtain maximum achievement within his ability. 


REFERRALS: 


Referralsare made’ by the teacher, administrator or pa- 
rent. Apsychological evaluationandtests are administered 
and an educational placement is recommended. 


PLACEMENT: 


Promotion, reviewofa grade and special class placement 
have been the usual alternatives. Research has indicated 
that some children should have a new consideration rela- 
tive to educational placement on the basis of neurological 
learning disabilities. 


PHNOM Ale AR NING PROGRAM: 


Through the cooperation of the Superintendent and the 
School Committee a perceptual program was established 
under Federal Title VI. The first year the staff salaries 
are 100% reimbursed by the Federal Government. The 
following years the program will be reimbursed by 50% 
through the State Department of Special Education. This 
reimbursement will include not only the cost of materials 
and supplies but also the salaries of the two tutors and the 
School Psychologist. 


ORANGE PERCEPTUAL PROGRAM: 


The Orange Perceptual Program is initiated at the second 
grade level. The intention is to accelerate a child's read- 
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ing achievement to grade level or above. There are now 20 
children in the program and 20 children will be included 
next year. Eventually in the Elementary School System 
there will be about 100 children processed through the per- 
ceptual reading disability program before reaching the 
Mahar School District. 


GOALS: 


This service through psychological evaluations will pro- 
videmore appropriate educational placements. Eventually 
parental consultations will be made more available for 
family counselling and child adjustment. A local Child 
Guidance Clinic, the Athol-Gardner Mental Health (Area 
Board #2) will beavailable through referrals of the School 
Psychologist. The School Department has established and 
will develop a child service program that will be increas- 
ingly more sensitive to the needs of the children and their 
families.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


To: Walter J. Fields, Superintendent of Schools 


During the calendar year of 1970 all of the pupils in the 
kindergarten, first, third and fifth grades were given gen- 
eral physcial examinations. This was the first yearin 
which the kindergarten children were included in these 
general examinations. The special class pupils were also 
given their physical examinations and in their case this is 
amore complete examination as required by special class 
placement regulations. There were also examinations done 
and special forms for this filled out in the cases of pupils 
who were candidates for special education in the cases that 
are perceptually handicapped. These examinations were 
done at the Butterfield School, Dexter Park School and 
Gale Brooks School. 


There were very few serious defects found that were not 
previously knownand under treatment or observation. Any 
new defects found were recorded as in the past years and 
the parents notified where they were not already aware of 
the difficulty. These cases are referred to their family 
physician for further examination, observation or treat- 
ment. The health of the student body in general seems to 
be good. The dental condition of the children is good and 
that program is taken care of by the dental hygienist and 
the school nurse. 


Because of the increases in the number of children to be 
examined withthe addition of the kindergarten and the per- 
ceptually handicapped we are going to try to examine the 
fourth and second grades in the spring. This will elimin- 
ate doing the fifthandthird grades next fall. It should make 
less disruption of the school days after the opening of 
school in September. 


The examination of children between the ages of fourteen 
and sixteen frorm the Town of Orange who desire it for the 
issuance of working certificates was continued as in past 
years. Thisisdone by the school physician without charge

The past year has witnessed a broadening of health ser- 
vices and communications to a notable extent. This effect 
has beencreated in four directions, an improved relation- 
ship with the secondary system as wellas withthe Head 
Start program. Many problems have been discussed with 
each of these units and solutions have been found. 


Within the elementary schools the addition of the kinder- 
garten program and the revision of the free lunch program 
have greatly increased my responsibilities but the results 
of this additional work have been most satisfying. 


The regular eye, ear and physical examinations, as well 
as other health problems, have been carried on as usual. 
Tuberculosis tests and clinics were carried on with good 
participation. 


We have encountered a number of problems enforcing the 
mandatory immunization requirements in kindergarten and 
first grade but hopefully a better understanding of these 
will be achieved in time. 


I have attended several meetings providing instruction in 
school health problems. They were most interesting and 
productive of much valuable information. 


Our objective is better health and health education for all 


students. We seethis expanding annually to our great satis- 
faction.

The Mahar Regional School Committee held eleven re- 
gular meetings, six budget meetings and two special 
meetings during 1970. Numerous ‘su b- Coinmmiitree 
meetings were scheduled to cover such topics as pur- 
chasing and finance, contract negotiations and the devel- 
opment of a handbook containing the written policies and 
by-laws of the District. 


The Committee in October, became one of the first to 
invite members of the faculty and student body to serve 
in the District as ex-officio members. Two members of 
each group were selected and have added an extra dimen- 
sion to the deliberations of the Committee. 


Committee members are also to be commended for 
attending such professional meetings as the National Con- 
vention of School Administration in Atlantic City and the 
State Convention of School Committees in Harwichin 
1970. The present Chairman is considering attending the 
National School Boards Association Convention in Phila- 
delphia in April. Such professional activities are essen- 
tial if our educational program is to keep apace of the 
rapidly changing educational trends. Information derived 
will be helpful to the Committee and the citizens of the 
District as we implement our educational priorities in the 
District. 
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FINANCE 


In spite of rising costs in nearly all categories, the Dis- 
trict was able to carry out its planned maintenance and 
replacement programs in 1970. 


The District purchased a garage and storage building 
which was badly needed, painted the school cafeteria and 
girls' locker room and replaced the stage curtains in the 
auditorium in 1970. Sidewalks and gutters were resur- 
faced as well. 


Educational equipment purchases were made in line with 
the request of the coordinators and staff. A Title III fed- 
eral project in the amount of $3049 (50% reimbursed) was 
completed in the fields of mathematics, science and for- 
eign languages. Special reading machines were purchas- 
ed for the Special Class. Afederal grantof $15,016 
enabled the Committee to purchase an Aetna Drivocator 
System providing the latest audio-visual program for our 
students in driver education. 


The 1971 Budget provides. for the purchase of the four- 
room relocatable unit at a price of $7000. This unit, 
rented during the past two years, has proved to bea 
worthwhile acquisition to the school facilities. 


The 1971 Net Budget was set at $999, 277 up from 
$956, 294 in 1970. This figure includes an Occupational 
Education Budget of $54, 857 to institute a new program at 
the New Salem Annex beginning in September of 1971. To 
arrive at this Net Budget, income to the District was 
estimated at $200,000 and the amount of $38,000 was 
voted from the Surplus Revenue Account. 


PERSONNEL 


The Mahar Committee in September signed a negotiated 
contract with the Mahar Teachers' Association. The 
teacher salary schedule, effective in September, 19 tins 
as follows:

The Mahar Committee in December voted to recognize 
the Principals' Group and the Non-teaching Employee 
Group for the purpose of collective bargaining on matter 
of salary and conditions of employment. Negotiations 
with these groups is continuing into 1971. 


Other changes in personnel are most worthy of note in 
this report. Mrs. Margaret Ryan, English Coordinator, 
and Mrs. Margaret Parsons, reading teacher, retired in 
Junevatter serving the, District since )95*7 / 2ihe los s.cs 
these dedicated and professional people will be strongly 
felt. We wish them a long and pleasant retirement in the 
years ahead. 


Iwo promotions were made during the year. Miss 
Eileen Perkins was named English Coordinator succeed- 
ing Mrs. Ryan. Mrs. Ruth Crowson was named as Guid- 
ance Director succeeding Mr. Allan Pratt who has 
assumed the duties of a guidance counselor in the depart- 
IBent, 


Animportant addition to the program has been the 
inclusion of aschool Psychologist and Perceptually 
Handi cian ped Director, -Mr., bupene Nec WN ai cote ee 
trained and experienced person in this field, spends two 
days per week in this work at Mahar. This program, 
planned in conjunction with the Orange School Department 
will also provide for tutorial assistance for up to forty 
students in 1971. This is arequired state program for 
which 50% reimbursement is provided. 


OCCUPATIONAL EDUCATION 


After several years of regional planning in the field of 
Occupational Education, the Mahar Committee has taken 
steps to proceed on its own to provide for such education 
in the District by leasing the facilities at New Salem 
Academy. A sub-committee has spent the entire year in 
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this study. The proposal to build a new wing at Mahar 
was initially considered but deemed to be too expensive 
an outlay at this time. 


The proposed plan has received approval of the Depart- 
ment of Education and a Federal Grant for 1971 has been 
requested (10% estimated) to assist in the financing of the 
project. Present plans call for a program of four occu- 
pational courses--Automobile Mechanics, Exploratory 
Shop (Wood and Machine), Home Economics and Distribu- 
tive Education. Two pre-occupational courses, Appli- 
ance Repair and Nurses' Aides are also being organized. 
Students in Grades 9-12 may register for these programs 
which are being madea part of the Mahar curriculum. 
Students will be scheduled ona half day basis in the 
Occupational Education program so that they may sched- 
ule their regular academic program at Mahar and be an 
integral part of the entire school. It is hoped that the use 
of the New Salem Annex will make the entire program 
more comprehensive and reduce some of the over crowd- 
ing at the Regional School. 


SCHOOL EVALUATION 


In November the New England Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools sent a team of professional educa- 
tors to complete the second ten year evaluation of the 
school. They were with us for three days. Asaresult 
of this evaluation, the accrediting association has granted 
the Mahar Regional School a limited five-year accredita- 


tion with the stipulation that evidence of programs in 
effect and action in progress in compliance with the 
recommendations made inthe Evaluation Report be 


carried out. 


The Report contained many commendations concerning 
the school program, quality and experience of the staff 
and the effort made by the five communities to carry out 
an educational program resulting from the formation of a 
regional school district. 
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However, the Report also emphasized the need to make 
certain definite improvements in the next five years if the 
school is to retain its accreditation in the New England 
Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. Such 
accreditation is vital to the future of a secondary school 
with the obligation of sending students into institutions of 
higher education. 


The most important recommendations from the report 
involve the planning of additional facilities to meet the 
over-crowded situation that exists and the implementation 
of certain newprograms to make the school more 
comprehensive yeThey include: 


1. Facilities be provided for a state approved occupa- 
tional education program. 


2. Facilities be provided for aneducational media 
center that meets the standards of the state guide- 
lines. (Library and Audio-Visual) 


3. Provisions to expand the administrative, guidance 
and health areas. 


4. Establish a comprehensive reading program in all 
grades and provide space and facilities required. 


5. An additional room be provided in the business 
education area. 


6. A full-time driver education teacher be provided. 
(Specialized training room needed) 


7. A second modern language be introduced to provide 
more electives. (Room needed) 


8. Additional music staff be secured and space pro- 
vided for the vocal program. (Room needed) 


9. Additional teaching stations be provided for physi- 
cal education anda full intra-mural program be 
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instituted. 


10. A student activities room where groups may meet 
be established. 


The Committee will review in detail the Evaluation 
Report and make known its recommendations to the towns 
of the District during 1971. 


In the interest of economy, the Mahar Committee has 
deleted from their Annual Report the various summaries 
of the school staff. This material will be made available 
to any citizen upon request to the Superintendent. 


In closing this report, I wish to express my thanks to 
the Mahar Regional School Committee and my co-workers 
who have provided dedicated service and cooperation to 
the School Department and me during the year.

January 1 - December 31, 1970 


Developments and events during 1970 appear to support 
earlier views that a viable educational program at all 
levels is the most important single factor in attempting to 
resolve the domestic and international problems ofa 
world society. We shall be doing an outstanding job if we 
can successfully discover even partial solutions to the 
critical domestic issues facing the nation. The Mahar 
Regional School District is a part of this society and is 
therefore responsible for its proportional share of respon- 
sibility in providing a system of education and training 
that will adequately contribute to the improvement of so- 
ciety)in Ourareds 


The Administration and faculty of the Mahar Regional 
School are dedicated to the establishment and continued 
development of a program which hopefully will be instru- 
mentalin contributing to our society. This program 
must be relevant to the particular needs of our youth and 
equal in quality togre Cogni zed edtcationalvsycctens 
throughout the state. Individual needs which have not 
been met for some time must be determined and facili- 
ties and programs organized to correct the deficiencies 
and inequities that now exist. 


The greatest emphasis during the previous year was the 
planning, organization and preparation for the Ten Year 
Evaluation of the school by the New England Association 
of Colleges andSecondary Schools, the accrediting 
agency for all secondary schools in New England. This 
evaluation process was started a year inadvance of the 
actual formal evaluation with a self-study by the staff of 
the school which was conducted, in effect. throughout the 
school year. During this time every aspect of the Mahar 
Regional School District was studied in an effort to 
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better understand the requirements of the area and thus 
be better able to effectuate the educational program to 
meet those requirements. Maximum attention was given 
to the curriculum whichis the factor containing the 
greatest impact in any school system. This includes, by 
necessity, not only courses and subjects but also the per- 
sonnel, equipment and plant facilities which are neces- 
sary for their accomplishment. 


From November 16-19 the official Visiting Committee of 
educators studied every phase of the school operation, 
which fortunately resulted in the decision to continue the 
accreditation for a period of five years instead of ten 
years. As amajor stipulation, however, plans must be 
in effect and work in progress to correct the deficiencies 
by the time of the Two Year Follow-up Evaluation on June 
1,1972. The recommendations included in the Report of 
the Visiting Committee generally refer to and reflect on 
those recommendations and requests which have been 
discussed from time to time over the past several years. 


Student Government Activities 
Through Student Council Organizations 


Student government activities might be considered as the 
most important educational experience in the school. All 
students in the school need as much experience as possi- 
ble in functional group government. As the citizens who 
will very shortly be responsible for the future of our 
country, these students must be exposed to the most 
prominent political and social practices which serve as 
the governing design of our people. The ability to per- 
form individually and as the member of a group, ina re- 
sponsible manner, without constant supervision and di- 
rection, is undoubtedly the most important development 
of all. Other factors are learning to function as a mem- 
ber of a group; an appreciation and tolerance of opposing 
or different views on various issues; accepting the politi- 
cal philosophy of majority rule when voting on resolutions 
and for political leaders; how to participate in a discus- 
sion in accordance with certain rules of order which must 
be observed; respect for adults who are delegated the 
responsibility of providing direction and advice to the 
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youth of the school in their numerous involvements; that 
it is stilla privilege to attend a good school and profit 
from everything possible being sponsored or conducted in 
the educational program; to develop strong loyalties to 
and pride in one's school, class activity and fellow stu- 
dents. Some, but unfortunately not all, students profit 
tremendously from the opportunity to act in some leader- 
ship role such as a class officer, class representative, 
committee chairman or member. 


The ultimate achievement of student government activi- 
ties is to develop the ability and the desire in each and 
every student to handle, ina responsible manner, all 
matters related to their individual development.

Subjects and Courses to be Introduced 


Several course additions are inthe process of being 
planned for the 1971-72 school year. Faculty study 
committees have been planning and organizing, since the 
spring of 1970, the following programs, courses or 
activities: 
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A comprehensive health program - Grades 7-12 - 
including sex education and drug abuse studies. 


A course in humanities - a combining and inter- 
relating of studies in art, music, English and 
social studies in order to provide abroader 
experience andunderstanding particularly for 
those students who may be liberal arts oriented in 
the future. 


A drug abuse study unit now being provided for al] 
students except those in grade ll. This will even- 
tually become a part of the comprehensive health 
program. 


A revision of the current home work philosophy 
will be introduced early in 197lestablishing a 
more realistic rationale for home work and inde- 
pendent study. 


The extension of midi and mini course offerings 
which will make it possible for students to have a 
somewhat wider choice of elective subjects which 
are now becoming highly relevant. These courses 
are being developed by each department.
